Robs Some “of Reason. 


The approach of the comet affected people 
in divers ways; some it drove temporarily 
and harmlessly tysane and others developed 
the suicide mania. 

Blanche Covington, 24 yéars old, colored, 
made up her mind that there was no escape 
from the comet—that it would kill al) the 
folk in Chicago. She had difficulty convinc- 
ing her friends, but this did not swerve her 
from her own opinion. Dreading the suffer- 
‘Ing that might be occasioned by the fire in 
the comet’s head, she determined to commit 
suicide and beat the comet to it. 

She locked herself in a toom at 8748 La Salie 
street and turned on the gas. Mrs. Marie 
Welch, a friend, noticed the fumes escaping 
from the room and opened the door. She was 
néarly suffocated herself. She called Police- 
man Richard O’Brien of the Thirty-fifth® 
street police station, and with his aid the 
woman was resuscitated, 

Fear of the comet is believed to have driven 
Mrs. Sophia Houge, 90 years old, insane. She 
committed suicide during the day at her resi- 
dence, 2636 Haddon renee, by inhaling iHu- 
minating gas. —

The sun spots. will reach the 
sun's central meridian in another day or two, 
and if any disturbance of the eirth's magy 
netism is to occur from thie cause It is ices. 
to come about Friday. 


No Connection with Comet. 

“The spots now seen are not believed to 
have any connection with the comet and. if 
any aurorm or electric effects occur, “we 
probably should ascribe them to the comet™ 
rather than to the spots on the sun. 

“The largest spot observed was estimated 
to be 60,000 miles tong, and 30,000 miles 
wide. One spot is about twelve hours from 
the central meridiaa. East of it are thirteen 
pores, or small spots. These spots are en- 
urely new, as for three months almost noth- 
ing in the nature of spots had been observed.” 

Prof. J. S. Ricard of Santa Clara college, San 
José, reports that he observed two large 
spots on the sun, both intengely black, and 
at Portland, Ore., oScervers who examined 
the sun through powerful telescopes reported 


+ two spots. 


Photographs Made at Pasadena. 

Pasadena, Cal., May 18.—While waiting for 
manifestations of the comet's proximity to- 
day, Dr. Ge rge F. Haile of the Carnegie 
observatory on Mount Wilson, trained the 
big telescope and solar photographing ap- 
paratus on the spote that now mark thé 
sun’ 8 face, 

Hé and his assistants found one large group 
of spots, located approxtmately in the center 
of the sun, a emaller gronp, which, Dr. Hale 
says, appear to be associated with the larger, 
and a single small spot standing on the edge 
of the sun. 

Dr. Hale estimated the total length of the 
large group to be about 100,000 miles. The 
penumbra or shadowy rim of the spots, he 
said. were found to contain three. umbras 
or black areas, one of Which was larger than 
the other two. The smaller group consists 
of ane spot with two umbras and several 
smaller spots. 

Previous photographs were taken of the 
spots May 14, end these show the groups of 
spots near the eastern edge of the sun. Since 
age the larger spot has greatly increased

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MILK BOTTLE LAW ‘BOUGHT? 


One Dealer Sues Another, Alleg- 
ing Bribery Gossip. 


MONOPOLY IN TRADE SEEN. 


Protection of Health Justifies Ordi- 
nance, Says Sealer. 


Charges of bribery in connection with the 
city milk bottle ordinance, which Bernard 
Horwich, 2455 Archer avenue, says have beep 
directed towards him, led yesterday to his 
filing adit for $50,000 against Fred Herman, 
1252 Augusta street. Both men are wholesale 
dealergin milk bottles, 

Slander is charged by Horwich, who alleges 
Herman accused him of “ buying through the 
common council” about three months ago 
the ordinance requiring the initials of milk’ 
dispensers to be blown in the bottles, thus 
preventing the interchange of bottles among 
venders, who also were required to use their 
Own labeled stoppers. 

Only « preecipé was filed in starting the suit. 
in éxplanation of which Attorney E. N. Zo- 
line said: 

“ According to Horwich, Herman made 
statemente to the trade to.the effect that 
Horwich got the ordinancé paseed by bribing 
the couzicilL Herman ia said to have made 
this charge in the presence of several per- 
sons.” 

Says He Told No Tales. ) 

But Mr. Herman denies he made the charge 
of bribery or voiced other aqousations that 
are the basis for the $50,000 suit. 

“Some one hae been inventing fairy tales,” 
eaid Mr. Herman last night. “I did not 
know at the time that he favored the ordi- 
nance or was lobbying for it, nor did I op- 
pose it, for 1 did not foresee that I would be 
put out of business under ite operation. . 

“Soon after the ordinance was panne i. 
Horwich seeured a near monopoly of ali the 
business of collecting milk bottles and re- 
distributing them among the various com- 
panies owning them. His business has grown 
until he uses six. or eight teams, while mine 
has fallen off.” 

* Did you ever bear or suspect that bribery 
was being used to put the milk labeling or- 
dinance through the council)? ” Mr, Herman 
was asked. .

City Sealer Jobn Kjeliander, who instigated 
the campaign for labeling milk botties, said 
he never had known Horwich as a lobbyist 
for the measure, in connection with which 
he Never noticed signs of “ improper infiu- 
ence,” either in the judiciary committee or 
‘the council. 

“J do not know whether the ordinance has 
tended to establish a monopoly in the busi- 
ness of collecting the empty botties,”” he 
said, “but that is a feature not worthy of 
consideration in view of the accruing bene- 
fite to health.”

ICOBIA, Sicily, March 7.—It is easy to 
find people in Nicosia who have been in 
the United States. It is not difficult to 
get them to talk. The chief trouble is in 
getting them to show their houses: and 

to talk about their experiences abroad. It is 
hard to find out what they really think about 
the United States. Once inside their houses, 
their hospitality is all that could be desired. 
But I am unable to learn that they look upon 
the United States as a better place for a home 
than Nicosia. Each day the clannishness of 
the Sicilian 
neither respect nor admiration for the United 
States and its people. He thinks we are “ ¢asy.”
